It amounts to a fairly accurate fore- 
cast lor a period four days in ad- 
vance. The station at Ithaca sends 
daily telegrams to one person (key 
Xo i j m each central telephone ex- 
change (Exchanges—Kingston-Ellen- 
ulle. etc.) 
From these key points 


telegrams will be relayed by phone to 
all local rural lines within the ex- 
change. One lady on each local line 
fkey Xo. 2) will then have the fore- 
cast and .will be responsible for its 
correct communication to any person 
who calls. 


The time required to relay the re- 


.noi t from the station at Ithaca should 
not e.xreed two hours. All telegrams 
leave Ithaca at 10:00 a. m. When 
Mr. Jones comes from the field at 
noon time Mrs. Jones should be ablo 
to greet him wth a correct weather 
forecast for the next three to four 
days. The value of such information 
:annot be estimated in dollars and 
cents but a report from one county 
last year estimated the 
saving of 


$25,000 on the hay crop alone. 


Twenty counties in the state re- 


ceived the forecast last year. 
The 


station at Ithaca received over one 
hundred letters commending the serv- 
ice and asking that it be continued 
this year.

: soft pedal as to Al's wet preferences 
.•titherto emphatically expressed. 


That a leaning toward the drys was 


• coming from the Smith headquarters 


was taken to mean that the Governor 
would run for President on any plat- 
form, bone dry or drlppine wet. It 
is remembered that in the last guber- 
natorial campaign the impression was 


. general that he was a 
dyed-in-the- 


wool wet, and it may be recalled'that 
Denis T. Lynch, in the New York Tri- 
bune, stated that during the cam- 
paign "Al promised schooners of beer 
but all the wets' got- after' election 
were resolutions."

Umpires' salaries have risen along 


with those of the players In the major 
leagues in the last 20 years. 


Twenty years ago, the top salary 


for the good guesser was |1,500 
He 


paid his own living expenses, but the 
league was sufficiently generous to 
buy the railroad tickets. 
In those 


days, by the way, a dollar was 100 
cents, not 30 ns In these high and 
riotous modern times. 


And while their money went a long 


way in those days, no umpire was able 
to retire or buy large blocks of real 
estate nut of his salary. 
When the 


campaign had run its course, most of 
them hud to go to work once more 
until April. 


Nowadays, the high cost of umpires 


Is a problem in the majors, ns well as 
in the minor leagues.

ago, four 
umpires were 
sufficient. 


Their combined salary amounted to 
50,000.

ion's death Pheretima recovered the 
kingdom by the aid of Amasis, king 
of Egypt. She immediately set about 
to avenge the death ot Arcesilau*. 
and caused all hia assassins to be 
crucified around the walls of Cyrene, 
she cut off tHe breasts of their wives 
and hung them near their husbands. 
Ancient legend* say she was de- 
voured by worlds, but this probably 
refers to the remorse she must have 
felt for thfe cruelties she committed.

The general rule requires an ac- 


counting of partnership affairs and a 
balance thereby struck between the 
partners to enable one partner to re-

The defendant Metzger urges that 


this rule is a bar at the maintenance 
of the present action for the reason

duplicate elsewhere. 


Then there are numerous portraits of 
former Indians, generals, politicians 
and great and near-great men in other 
and various walks of life who at one 
rime or another hnve been prominent 
In the nffnlrs of New York. Among 
such, for Instance, may he mentioned 
Cornelius Sternwlck, who was burgo- 
master of New York under the Dutch 
and who later became mayor of the 
city under English rule. This por- 
trait, It Is thought, was painted in 
3007 hy the husband or Sternwlck's 
lister while Mr. Sternwlck was visit- 
ing In Europe. 


The museum contains a large, Inter- 


esting and priceless collection of heir- 
looms and other objects. To mention 
a fow at random—there is an elab- 
orate punch bowl made in England for 
a dinner given at Castle Garden In 
commemoration of the landing of the 
French Gem-mi Lafayette In this coun- 
try In 182-1; also a fan made for the 
guests of the ball given In his honor;

Among these are a 
letter written in 1777 by Patrick 
Henry; another dated Mt. Vernon, 
Va., November 0, 1789, and penned by 
George Washington; a deed covering 
land In Albany, X. Y., dated 1685, and 
a military record of President William 
Henry Harrison. 


Among the views on exhibit are one

BETTER COWS QUITE 


ESSENTIAL IN DAIRY 


Dr. Itarld Friday, formerly president 


0f the klchlttn State Ajrlcultural col* 
l«f«, recentlj pointed out t fact that 
U well known, bat, like lots of well- 
known facts, seldom appreciated. Th* 
scrub dairyman gets 120,000 pounds of 
milk a year from 40 cows averaging 
3,000 pounds each. He would be bet- 
ter off with 30 averaging 4,000 pounds 
etch because he would get the satne 
milk check with one-fourth less work 
and overhead. The better dairyman 
ate* 13 cows producing 8,000 pounds 
each to get big milk check, while the 
really successful dairyman gets 120,- 
000 pounds of milk from 12 cows aver- 
aging 10,000 pounds a year. 


While the successful dairyman gets 


his 120,000 pounds from 12 cows In- 
stead of 40, thus cutting his overhead, 
labor and feed cost by nearly three- 
fourths, he hag an added advantage 
which has recently been proved by the 
United States dairy 
division. 'The 


dairy division finds that cows produc- 
ing 100 pounds of fat In a year made 
an average return above feed cost of 
$10 each. Cows- producing 400 pounds 
of fat In a year made an average re- 
turb above feed cost of $106. 
Thus It 


seems that It only took four times as 
great production to make the cow ten 
times more profitable. 


With these figures In mind It Is very 


easy to see why there are failures In 
the dairy business and why, also, there 
are such marked successes. 


The way to get and keep a profit- 


able herd Is to everlastingly weed out 
the culls, employ better methods by 
keeping up to date on the new feeds 
and methods that make greater profit 
and, lastly but by no means least, to 
use good, straight pure bred dairy bulls 
with production records b.Ack of them.

been tested for some time may be 
cheating their owners out of a 
con- 


siderable sum every week. That can 
bs avoided, for skim milk testing will 
reveal the honesty of the most de- 
ceitful separator, according to 0. A. 
Iverson of the Iowa state college. 


"Surprising results have been ob- 


tained wherever fairly large numbers 
of hand separators have been tested," 
Mr. Iverson says. "In Worth county, 
five separators in one cow-testing as- 
sociation were found to be losing ex- 
cessive amount of buttertat. We feel 
certain that there are many separa- 
tors in every community that are los- 
ing butterfat for their owners. An 
annual loss of several dollars can 
easily result If the machine Is not 
regulated or run properly. 


Skim milk testing can be done by 


the Babcock method with a special 
double-necked test bottle. In place of 
the 17.5 cubic centimeters of acid re- 
quired for whole milk, 20 are used for 
skim milk. Otherwise, practically the 
same procedure is followed as in test- 
ing whole milk. The test can be made 
by the farmers themselves, or.
